The tower tvhich would sit 
at the top of the river valley be¬ 
tween Jaspei'Avenue and Grier¬ 
son Hill Roadt has pitted con¬ 
cerned residents against city 
administration. 

Critics argued the tower 
wouldn't have enough afford¬ 


able housing and would block 
views of the river valley, “fhe plan 
envisions a hotel at street les^el 
with residential space abovT. 

But some GDuncillors were 
swayed by what advocates say 
the tow^er could do for the area. 

“To me this is a city^birilding 
project” liaid Coun. Dave Laken. 
“Ttus isnot about one neighbour¬ 
hood. This is about a city, a city 
that continues to be bold and 
visionary.” 

Other's eijupressed dismay 

“1 don’t have a problem with 
the height of the building, but 
1 have a problem with its loca¬ 
tion," said Coun. Ben Henderson. 
“It will impede our views. Once 
we OIOSS that road, well see a 
radical chuuige when develop¬ 
ment happens.” 

Brad Kennedy the iuchifect 
behind the tower said developer 
iMIdritt could get shovels in the 
ground in about three years. 

But the tower could be 40 
storeys K he noted, as its final 
height depends on the number 
of floors the hotel would require 
and bow many residential units 
jMldiitt sells.

CO -founded 
service for 
homeless 



As the driving force b-ehind 
the Uissell Centre's free h^iir- 
tutting service^ Agathe Jcily 
remembers the people much 
of Eodely forgets. 

The volunteer-run service 
has been offered at the Bis- 
sell Centre for 27 years, iind 
it wouldn't be continuing to¬ 
day if it wasn't for Joly, who 
co-founded it and has kept it 
running ever since. 

The program is used by 
h'omeless orlow^income people 
who are preparing for a job 
interview, housing appoint¬ 
ment or just need a trim. 

Joly was recently recognized 
for her longstanding service to 
the community with a Sage 
Award, which recognizes the 
contributions and accomplish¬ 
ments of people over 60. 

Trimming the beard of one 
of her regulars , Joly apologized 
to Larry Carson for causing a 
small cut on his neck. 

"Your skin is very sensitive," 
she said. 

Carson didn't seem to mind. 
Joly hELS been a familiiir face 


since he started attending the 
program when it s tarted. 

“1 get a kick out of her 
remembering me, because 
there's so many people I've 
met," he quipped. “She's got 
a good memor^^ bank on her"* 
Carson, who subsists off low- 
income assistance and is wail¬ 
ing on disabilitv' payments, said 
he keeps coming back because 
it's nice being remembered. 

It also helps that it's free. 


“It's just a treat to not have 
to pity for it, because at the 
lime, you're not making any 
money as it is ... And it helps 
with looking decent. You feel 
belter," he said. 

Joly first started cutting hair 
as a service to the commun¬ 
ity nearly 30 years ago at the 
George Spady Centre, a local 
detox fiicility. 

The service was started by 
the Sisters of Chiirity of the 


Immaculate Conception, and 
when they could no longer 
continue it, Joly took over. 
She said it's important to her 
to keep the free haircutting 
service going because of how 
popular it is. 

“It's the need of the com¬ 
munity. When 1 retired, I 
thought, what can 1 do to ful¬ 
fill my life? And that's what I 
turned to," she said. 

She said she loves seeing the 


look on people's faces after 
they gel a cut. 

“They come here with long, 
straggly hair and we trans¬ 
form them," Joly said. “They 
leave with much more self 
confidence, their image has 
improved and they feel good 
about themselves." 

It's helped inner city resi¬ 
dents such as Diivid Jones over 
the year, who has used the 
His sell Centre to find work in 
the past. 

“I was pretty well on the 
street, so I didn’t have money 
for a haircut," he said. “It def¬ 
initely helped me for work." 

Joly recognizes that the ser¬ 
vice can have a transformative 
effect on people's Jives, but 
she also appreciates the op¬ 
portunity to simply connect 
with people on a human level. 

“We're not here to sav'e them 
... we're here to just love them 
while they' re getting their hair 
LTil,'* she said. "We can stiU talk 
to them and build friendships 
with them ... sometimes we're 
amazed at the stories we get." 

There are the stories of 
joy, such as when someone 
successfully transitions off of 
the streets and into their own 
home, and the stories she never 
forgets, like when someone 
tells her they lost everything. 

Through it all, Joly is grate¬ 
ful for her team. 

“It's all about these people. 
1 surround myself with a team 
of generous people who have 
supported me all these years.

RCMP and Parks Ciinada are 
now treating the search for 
four missing hunters in north- 
eastem Alberta as a recovery 
operation after failing to find 
the men, who left their com¬ 
munity Sunday night. 

RCMP said sea.rchers ^vere 
using boats equipped vinth so¬ 
nar Wednesday to search be¬ 
neath the surface of the Rocher 
River north effort Chipewyan. 

“These men have not been 
located on land. We don't want 
to speculate on what occurred 
but we have now moved our 
search and recovery efforts to 
below the water and the sur¬ 
rounding banks," RClMP CpL 
Ronald Humbty said. 

More than 70 people have 
been searching the remote, 
heavily wooded area including 
a crew from fort McMurray, a 
dog teiim and three helicopters. 

Humbty said the families of 
the missing men have been 
notified.

Nearly a year after complete 
strangers put together a beauti¬ 
ful backyard wedding for Fort 
McNfurray evaLuees, CifIds- and 
Carol Moran, the couple still 
can't believe the generosity of 
others in their time of need. 

The couple was set to miiiry 
May 14, 2016 in Fort McMurTay. 
but when the wildfire engulf^ 
their Beacon Hill neighbour- 
hnod, se^Trely diimaging their 
home and w^edding materi¬ 
als, the pair didn't think the 
wedding they'd pkinned w-ould 
take place. 

Ihe Morans fled Fort Mac 
and headed to Edmonton 
—where, unbeknownst to 
them, locals who had heard 
the couple's story' were plan¬ 
ning an impromptu backyard 
celebration — complete with 


rings, a dress, flowers, a pho¬ 
tographer and a cake — all 
planned out and organized by 
local wedding planner Wanda 
Rowe. 


“Married life has been a 
blessing," said Carlos. 

Carol said they wanted to 
plan another wedding upon 
their return home, but said 


they knew they could never 
surpass the experience they'd 
been gifted in Edmonton. 

“■^Ve ended up having an 
awesome a nd unique wedding 


anyvi'ay," she said. 

“Ihere is just no way to top 
it," agreed Carlos. 

As their anniversary ap¬ 
proaches, Carlos said they pUin 
on reaching out or doing some¬ 
thing special for all those who 
made their surprise wedding 
such a success. 

Despite the amazEng mem¬ 
ories and friendships forged 
through the experience, things 
haven't been entirely smooth 
sailing for the Morans, whose 
home was significantly dam¬ 
aged and are still struggling 
with insurance issues. 

“It was diimaged to the point 
that we believe it's unrecosrer- 
able," said Carlos. “We're try'- 
ing to get to the point with 
insurance where we can get it 
repaired or replaced or some¬ 
thing to that effect." 

A year after the fire, the 
couple IS still living in a small 
apartment in Fort McMurray, 
Luckily, a few weeks ago they 


were able to lease a four-bed- 
room home for their extended 
family and their three dogs 
now have access to a backy'ard. 

“For the longest time we 
were going up three, four 
flights of stairs, four times a 
day just to take our dogs out." 
said Carlos. 

He said those who have had 
success rebuilding their lives 
and homes seem to have for¬ 
gotten about the rest. 

““It's kind of as if everyone 
who is doing well has sort of 
forgotten that there's still a 
huge part of the communityr 
that isn't doing well." 

But. the Morans said even in 
the hardest of times, they find 
refuge in their faith. 

“^er the fine we came hack 
here and we're still blessed be¬ 
cause God is providing for our 
needs and family has helped 
us a bit when we cam e back," 
said Carol.

Fort McKiiy First Nation is the 
sort of sleepy cnifimtinity' where 
biitis thirpingiiiid dogs barking 
are what pass for rmi&e pollution 
— but as Loretta Boucber sat at 
her desk on a hot May afternoon 
Uist year, the tmvn suddenly went 
“eerily'* quiet, she said. 

Not long aflen the firet truck 
rolled m. 

On the day that fumed towns 
all merthe province into hosts. 
Fort ^ttKay^ north of Fort Mc- 
Murray opened its doors wider 
than most — over one fhuitk 
iiftemoon, the town's popula¬ 
tion sv^nelled to se\Tral times its 
original size. 

The night of the Fort Mc- 
Murray fire, as many as 5,0C0 
evacuees fleeing fire found letuge 
in the small community dowTi 


the road, popuLition just 1,000. 

Boucher, vice-president of 
Sakasteew Transportation, 
jumped into action, and soon 
all the buses from her family- 
owned business were on the 
road, shuttling people through 
town, to near% camps, and out 
to the airport. 

“It was extremely busy, there 
were people eveiyrwhere," she 
said. “It was tough. Lots of young 
families feeling lost, with noth¬ 
ing." 

Boucher said it strengthened 
the ties between the two neigh- 
tKiuring ctimmunities. The town 
opened the arena, the school and 
the tosm office, and there was 
barely a house not sheltering 
an evacuee. Many of the town's 
new temporary' residents told 
Uoucher thev didn’t realize it 
existed, or if thejr did know it, 
thejr had never visited. 

“l‘m proud to be from Fort 
McKay," she said. “Not only did 
it show people who we are, but 
we really came together." 

Maxine Willocks, owner of 
Fort McMurray cafe Chez Max, 
ended up in Fort McKiiy along 
with her husband and several 


staff after being unable to go 
south to Edmonton. 

Since that day a year ago, 
Willocks has made several trips 
back to Fon McKay, including for 
several catering jobs. 

But a year later, the tiny town 
still feels the impact of fire. 

\iVorkers who lived in Fort Mc- 
Murray never came back, Bou¬ 
cher said, because their houses 
burned, or they're still dealing 
with stress. The town's small 
businesses are also feeling the 
brunt of a down economy that 
has affected the region. 

“I'm not saying that we're 
suffering," she said. “We're 
steac^, but it's not a gtsod steady 
like it was before the fire. 

Still, she said she 'll never for¬ 
get how the conununity stepped 
up. 

“We carry chat honour of 
making it through the beast, 
but everyone has been affh.led 
and we're at a loss for something 
rii^t now," she said.“l want it to 
be almost like a legend, some¬ 
thing we can look back and tell 
our grandchildren about —yes, 
I was there. 1 want it to be some¬ 
thing that inspires people."

WOOD BUFFALO 

Ma^or doesn’t foresee 
a big population shift 


Wood BufT^iJo Mayor Mel¬ 
issa Blake says she’s not ex¬ 
petting Iasi May’s wildfire to 
hiive much of an impact on the 
Fort MtMurrjy area's long-term 
population. 

Before the firen the munici¬ 
pality was expecting growth of 
between one and three per cent 
over the next five years and 
Blake said Wednesday she's not 
expecting that to shift much. 

The downturn in oil prices 
and resulting layoffs had al¬ 
ready caused the population 
to shrink in the oilsands re¬ 
gion after years of breakneck 
gTovi?lh during boom times. 

“The economy has changed. 
Investment has diminished,” 
said Hlake. “It’s a very' differ¬ 
ent, more stable enrironmenl 
that weTe operating in.” 

In the near term, while some 
residents may have not come 
back since the fire* others are 
being attracted by a surge in 
construction activity as homes 
are rebuilt. 

“1 think over a longer hori¬ 
zon w'eTe going to come out 
just net-even if you will,” said 
Blake.

The city estimates a current 
population of about 73,500 — 
not fa r off from 2016’s pre-fire 
federal census numbers* the 
mayor said.

emissions 
worse than 
expected 

Two new reports from environ¬ 
mental groups say methane 
emissions in Canada's oil and 
gas sector are higher than pre¬ 
viously thought as debate con¬ 
tinues on how urgently they 
need to be reduced. 

The David Suzuki Founda¬ 
tion partnered with St Francis 
Xavier University on a study 
that found the s'olrmie of meth¬ 
ane emissions from oil and gas 
sites in British Columbia to be 
iit least 2.5 times higher than 
previously reported. 

“Dm' finding is quite sEagger- 
ing." said Ian Bruce, director of 
the Suzuki Foundation's science 
and policy department, “B.C.'s 
methane pollution problem, iuid 
certainly Canada's, is much big¬ 
ger than previously estimated 
by government and industry'.'" 

The peer-revie\iS'ed findings, 
drawm From meiisures at over 
1,600 well pads in the Montnej' 
shale gas formation in north¬ 
eastern B.C.. estimate that oper¬ 
ations in the region leak and 
intentionally release more than

■Wednesday, bringing the dra¬ 
matic, hours-long rescue oper¬ 
ation to a safe conclusion. 

The woman, who police 
identified as 23-year-old 
Marisa Lazo, was then hand¬ 
cuffed and handed over to 
paramedics. Lazo faces six 
counts of mischief by inter¬ 
fering with property and will 
appear in court Thursday, 

The woman's perilous 


climb nonetheless remained a 
mystery even to those tasked 
with retrieving her, with fire¬ 
fighters saying there was no 
indication why she scaled 
the crane in the middle of 
the night. 

A woman who says she 
grew up with Lazo but hasn't 
been in contact with her in 
recent years said she remem¬ 
bers Lazo as a climber. 


“She just likes to climb 
things," said the woman, who 
did not want to be identified. 
“.Me and her used to climb 
everything when we were 
children ... 1 used to be scared 
of i t (but) she wasn't."" 

She said that, to her know¬ 
ledge, Lazo has nev^er been in 
trouble with the law before.

Giant rabbit’s death 
adds to United woes 


(Jnited Airlines is reviewing 
its hjjidling of a giant shaw- 
tase rabbit lhac died after be¬ 
ing shipped across the Atlan¬ 
tic from Britain an one of its 
flights^ the latest in a growing 
list of customer complaints. 

Distraught breeder Annette 
Edwards said a veterinaiian had 
checked Simon — a 10-month- 
oldi three-foot-long continental 
rabbit — shortly before the 
anirruil was placed on a United 
flight from London's Heathrow 
Airport to Chicago's O'Hare. 

Awards said Simon is the 
offspring of Darius^ which the 
Guinness World Records lists 
as the world's longest rabbit at 
4 feet 3 inches (1.22 metres).

In a ruling on Tuesday, U.S. 
District Judge William Orrick 
quoted Truniip to support his 
decision to blods the president's 
order to withhold funding from 
“sanctuary^ cities" that do not 
co-operate with U.S. immigra¬ 
tion officials. 


Trump caUed the sanctuary 
cities order a “weEtpon" against 
communities that disiignee with 
his preferred immigration 
policy, Orrick said. The judge 
also cited a Eebruary' interview 
in which he said the president 
threiitened to cut off funding to 
California, saying the stale “in 
many ways is out of control." 

The first comment was evi¬ 
dence that the administration 
intended the ex€?cutive order 
to apply broadly to all sorts of 
federal funding, and not a rela¬ 
tively small pot of grant money 
as the Depiirtment of Justice 
had argued, the Judge said.

CMHC maintains 'strong’ risk rating 


Evidence of overvaluation is 
moderating, however Canada's 
federal housing agency main¬ 
tained its “strong” overall risk 
rating for the country''s hous¬ 
ing market in its quarter!^ as¬ 
sessment. 

Canada Mortgage and Hous¬ 
ing Corp. said "Wednesday that 
evidence of overvaluation — 
which occurs when house prices 
are not fully supported by eco¬ 
nomic fundamentals such as 
incomes — at the national level 
has been downgraded to moder¬ 
ate, from strong. 

The agency said overviiluiition 
is now present in only six mar¬ 
kets, rather than ei^t, based 


on Its quarterly housing market 
iissessment, which tracks 15 lo¬ 
cal niiirkets plus the national 
housing market. 

Meanwhile, evidence of price 
accderation, which may indicate 
speculative activity, remains 
moderate, according to the re¬ 
port. There is weak evidence of 
overbuilding or overheating on 
the national level. 

“We have seen evidence that 
some of the prev'iously Identi¬ 
fied housing market imbalances 
have unwound," CMHC's chief 
economist Bob Dugan said dur¬ 
ing a conference call.

Rainbows help 
deal with loss

newborn babies do. 

It looks like any other b;iby 
photo, but there's ii spedul mes¬ 
sage. llie newborn is draped In 
a multitolour blanket, to sig¬ 
nify this is a “rainbow baby'' 
— one that followed the storm 
of a mistarriage, stillbirth or 
infant death. 

“She's such a bright spot in 
the middle of the gre)^ douds,'" 
said Zoe's mora^ Olympia Gri|g. 

" Kainbow baby" is a nev^r way 
of trlldng about an old phenom¬ 
enon countless vs'omen hasT et- 
periented: pregnancy after loss. 
Though there’s still little public 
discussion of miscarriage and 
stillbirth, experts say sharing 
rainbovi^ baby images, especially 
on social media^ may help par¬ 
ents cope with comple.x eran- 
dons many encounter when a 
new pregnancy follows a past 
heartbreak. 

After 22 weeks of pregnancy 
with her third child, a son aj- 
ready named Jacob, Grigg went 
into early labour. At a normal 
checkup in June 2015, Jacob h;id 
a heartbeat. Sec'eral hours Liter 
he did not. Jacob was stillborn. 

After she delivered jacobH she 


and her husband Left the hospital 
empty-handed, through a busy 
maternity wand where other fam¬ 
ilies were celebrating. 

“It was the worst walk I've 
ever taken," Grigg said. “I don’t 
think anything that traumatic 
ever leaves >'ou.'' 

Al nearfy five months along, 
Grlgg had been showing and 
everyone in her life knew^ she 
was pregnant She had to explain 
to her two young sons there was 
no longer a baty in her belly. 

The Grade 2/3 teacher beome 
pregnant again in April 2016 but 
instead ofjust feeling elation, she 
held her breath. It was only when 
Zoe was bom healthy could she 
exhale, said Grigg, 35. .She asked 
her friend Joelle 'Mahepath, a 
newborn photographer, to lake 
a few rainbow photos. 

The image now hangs prom¬ 
inently on a living room wall. 
She likes talking about Jacob, 
though secrecy^ and silence still 
suimunds pregnancy loss, Grigg 
said. 

“I remember thinking, T don't 
know^ anyone this has happened 
to,' " she said. When she posted 
her sad new^s on Tacebook, she 
received private messages from 
friends who had also miscarried 
but never discussed it. 

Maternal mental health ex¬ 
pert Dr. Simone Vigod, psych¬ 
iatrist lead of the reproductive 
life stages program at Women's 
College Hospital, said labeftnga 
“ rainbow babjr" can be a way to 
make a loss a more visible one. 


“If it helps people get the sup¬ 
port thejr need, to feel validated, 
or helps artinilate their feeling,'' 
that may help with coping." 

Miscarriage is often treated as 
a routine occurrence and some 
svomen feel they can't talk about 
it or openly griesT, said Dr Gail 
Robinson, professor of psych¬ 
iatry and obslelricsi'gjTiecologj,^ 
at the University of Ibronto and 
director of the ysiomen's mental 
health program for the Univer¬ 
sity Hedth Network. 

Conventional wisdom dictates 
not dhulglng a pregnancy until 
after 12 weeks, so family and 
friends may not know a baby 
was expected at all 

“It's often difficult to get sym¬ 
pathy" Robinson siiid. With preg¬ 
nancy after a loss, complicated 
emotions may be running high: 
grief, anxiety about getting preg¬ 
nant again, fears of losing an¬ 
other baby, happiness, relief, 
guilt. 

The term "rainbow' baby"" 
hints at the mix.

Jonathan Demme, the etlettit, 
ever-enthuaiastic; filmmiikerbe" 
hind the Oscar winners The Si¬ 
lence of the Lambs and 1‘hibdel- 
phia, and the director of one of 
the most seminal concert films 
ever made, the Talking Heads' 
Stop Waking Sense, has died. 
He 'was 73. 

iJemme's poiblidsc, jWialee 
Paulo, said Demme died Wed¬ 
nesday morning in his New Vock 
aparLmenL surrounded by his 
wife Joanna, and three children. 
Demme died from complica¬ 
tions from esophageal cancen 
she said. 

Demme broke into movie¬ 
making Linder the B-movie 
master Roger Gorman in the 
early 1970s. Ihe Silence of the 
LambSt the 1991 thriller starring 
Anthony Hopkins as Harmihal 
Letter and Jodie Foster as an FBI 
analyst, brought him a new level 
of fame. The film earned him a 
directing Oscar, as iwell as best 
picture. Hopkins and Foster also 
earned best acting trophies for 
their roles . 

The Silence of the Lambs, 
however, was an outlier in his 
filmography, which was sciit- 
tered across comedy, drama and 
music. His screwball comedy 
Something Wild starred Jeff 
Bridges and Melanie Griffith. 
PhiLrdelphia, with Tom Hanks 
and Denzel Washington, was 
one of the first major Hollywtxxl 
films to confront the AIDS crisis. 

Demme fast year released 
his latest concert film, Justin 
Timberlake and the Tennessee 
Kids, on Netflix. Timberlake, a

passionate fiin of Stop Making 
Sense, sought out Demme to 
direct it. 

“Tve come to belie\re, and I 
kind of felt this when we did 
Stop Making Sense, that shoot¬ 
ing live music is kind of hke the 
purest form of filmmaking,'' 
Demme told The Associated 
Press. 'There's no script to worry 
about. If 5 not a documentary, so 
)icHi don't have to wonder where 
this story is going and what we 
can use. If s just; Here come the 
musicians. Here come the dan¬ 
cers. The curtain goes up. Ihey 
have at it and we get to respond 
in the best way possible to what 
±^'re doing up there.'' 

Demme made numerous 
films TfVith Neil Young as w'ell 
as a documenliuy^ of Spalding 
Grey's monoJogues and a film 
with the singer-songwriter Robin 
Hitchcock. 

Demme most recently 
directed an episode of the Fox 
poHce drama Shots Fired, sched¬ 
uled to air Thursday. Demme 
also completed a film for the 
Rock and Roll Hall of Fame, to 
debut July 1.

Ihe Tbronlo author was a 
little disEtppointed, as she had 
hoped for4 percent, the highest 
average nnte of the DNA gener¬ 
ally found in humans. 

jAI though the last Nennder- 
thiila walked the Earth 40,OOQ 
yeans ago> the common belief 
for the past 150 years was that 
Homo sapiens killed off our 
hunched, hairy cousins, and 
there wiis certiiinly no comin- 
gl ing or sex involved. That is^ 


until 2D10, when a group 
of microbiologists led a 
project to sequence the 
Neanderthal genome, 
and discovered that in¬ 
deed, the two groups 
had interbred. 

Cameron was 
shocked when she reiid 
Ehere was actual proof.

A skilled hunter 
with a nurturing 
instinct, Girl's 
life is focused on 
survival for her 
fiimily. 

'The second nar¬ 
rative follows preg¬ 
nant archaeologist 
Rosamund Gale, 
who is leading an excEivation 
in brance where she discovered 
Homo sapien and Neanderthal 
bones together within an inrim- 
aEe provimity. Rose, feeing the 
physical deadline of pregnancy 
and pressures from her museum 
employers, becomes obsessed 
with finishing the dig before 
giving birth.

Just a nudge in the right dir¬ 
ection. That's what Canadian 
organ donation advocates 
and experts are banking on 
as thej^ highlight and ramp up 
the country's efforts to catch 
up with the world’s leading 
nations. 

This Vt'^eek marks the ZQth 
anniversary of NatinnaJ Organ 
and Tissue Donation Awareness 
Week, and while the country 
hits made major strides in that 
time, it still has some signifi¬ 
cant ground to make up on 
the likes of w^orld leader Spain. 

Nationally, less than one 
fifth of eligible Canadians are 
registered as organ donorsj 
in Spain, the rate is ov'er 
double that. How^ever, Can¬ 
ada's lagging status doesn't 
reflect the mood nationally. 
Not even close. 

Nicole Robilaille, a behas^- 
ioural scientist and assistant 
professor at Queen's University, 
was part of a recent study into 
the area. At the outset, she too 
was taken aback bv the discon- 

if 

nect between the countrjr's 
feelings on organ donation 
and our actions, 

■“What's surprising in Can¬ 
ada is the low registration rates 
but the really large support 
rates nationally for organ dona¬ 
tion," explains kobitaille. “The 
vast mEiJority of Canadians sup¬ 
port oigan donation — around 
95 per cent. Hut less than 20 
per cent countrywide are regis¬ 
tered.'" 

While some provinces like 
Ontario, H.C. and Quebec are 
narrowing that gap, others 
like Siiskatchewan and Nova 
Scotia have been slower to see 
success.

“We have seen some sweep¬ 
ing changes — 31 per cent

“We yearn to see it at or over ^ 
per cent. The rate has almost 
doubled since 200S. That's a 
pretty^ spectacular projection.

Gavsie lauded the influence 
of millennials who are embra¬ 
cing organ donation quicker 
than their predecessors. 

“from our own data, most of 
the people who are now regis¬ 
tering in Ontario are making 
that choice in their 20s or 30s. 
That speaks to the ftict that 
millennials are veryr open to 
the idea of organ donation," 
says Gavsie. 

“They are committed to 
improving the world around 
them. But they are also great 'm- 
fluencers. We hear from them, 
their ftimilies hear fromi them, 
they are quite demonstrative. 
They are informing and edu¬ 
cating the rest of the public.” 

kobitaille's team’s study,

Maria-Jose Bouey had a unique way of getting 
conversation going about organ donation — 
a topic she says is surrounded by loo much 
misconception and stigma. 

■^I'd get in a cab and people would ask 
"Do you want the receipt.?^ and I'd say 'No, 
but can 1 hasre a Iddney'.^"” Bouey. 29, said. “1 
would say it joldngly, sarcasticaUvi but also 
trying to raise awareness, because immedi¬ 
ately that con'versadon comes up."" 

Icky medical conversations are second 
natLue to Bouey, who, since being born with 
multiple organ abnormaliEies, has endured 
more thrm 60 major operations, including 
ostomy surgery, spinal surgery and two kid¬ 
ney transplants, llie first was in 2001, when 
her moEher gav'e her a kidney. That organ 
“worked beautifully” for about '10 j'ears, but 
eventually failed, leaving Bouey tethered to an 
“emotronally and physically draining" diafers 
mirchine for seveiTil hours three diys a week. 

Luckily, her cousin Miruricio Bouej^ then 
in his mid-SOs. stepped up to oHer his kidney. 
The match wasn't ideal. Yet the transplant 
was able to go ahead in January 2013, thanks 
to the innovation of a living donor paired ex¬ 
change, That's wfoen loved ones who want 
to give a kidney, but aren't a nratch, donate 
an organ and swap with someone w^ho is. 

In Sirs case it was a remarkably long chitin 
of eight donors and eight recipients, which 
Bouey caUs her "group of angels.'" 

Bouey struggles to express her gratitude 
to Mauricio, her luother, and all the donors 
who participated, “it brings me to tears at any 
point wfoen 1 talk about it,"" she said. “That 
selflessness is unexplainable."

FINANCING 

Building a 
home very 
different from 
buying one

After owning two homes in two 
differeQt ptoxontEfs. w’e thought 
we were 'in the know' on the 
mortgage protess. Then we 
found our drejm property’ on an 
unfinished lot, listed the home 
we owned for sale, and quitkly 
learned that the mortgage we 
needed to tniild a house ■ivas 
different than the mortgage we 
needed to buy one. 

"With the real estate market 
being so hot, more and more 
people are considering... build¬ 
ing new homes as an alterna¬ 
tive to jumping into the mar¬ 
ket," says Rob Regan-PolloLk, 
president of the Mnitgage Rrok- 
eis Institute of BlC. and an educa¬ 
tor for the Canadian Mortgage 
Brokers v\ssodation. 

“As ideal as this idea sounds to 
intrepid do-il->'ourselfers, there 
are important considerations 
when it comes to financing the 
building of your dream home " 

'Ihe first thing to imdersland 
is that builder mortgages come 
with more stringent lender quali¬ 
fications, because lenders face 
additional risks including a long¬ 
er lime horiaon during the build 
(where market values can fall). 


general liabiHly, cost overruns, 
and that the lender only has a 
partially completed home as 
collater^ security. 

Down paymentt The funda¬ 
mental difference between a 
standard and a buiMer mortgage 
is the down payment 

“Builder mortgages iure ad¬ 
vanced in stages throughout 
the building process " says Re- 
ganT'ollock. adding that they 
typically require a minimum of 
35 per cent down on the value 


of the lot. “'This means ... 35 
per cent of the land and build¬ 
ing costs need to be set aside 
as down payment, rather than 
the minimum 5 per cent down 
for purchases of existing homes 
valued under SI million."' 

Lenders also want to ensure 
that you have sufficient funds 
to get your build to ‘lock-up", 
which is when the roof doors 
and TAundow^ are installed. 

VVliat if I have an existing 
mortgage?; The ability to port 


a mortgage into a build depends 
endiely on whether yourcuiTent 
lender ofiers builder mortgages, 
says Regan-PoUock. 

“Most deposit-taking lenders, 
such as chartered banks, offer 
buLder mortgages, fn such cases, 
it"s possible that your existing 
mortgage ciui be rolled into a 
separate tier under a builder 
mortgage program. Ifa build is 
planned, il"s importiint to men¬ 
tion this at time of purchase, as 
penalties will apply to break your 
mortgage if you caimot port it 


into a builder mortgage “ 
i’enalties, which include hav¬ 
ing to pay three months interest 
on an outstanding boiaiKe, occur 
on dosed mortgage contracts, 
adds Regan-Poilock. 

It may also be possible to 
refinance your current home 
to access a down payment, and 
concurrently qualify for a new^ 
builder mortgiige, but this de¬ 
pends on youT resources and 
location. 

“In this case we suggest a 
builder' mortgage be arranged, 


and when the build is nearing 
completion, the old home is sold, 
and the mortgage be ported to 
the new home to save peiuilties." 

Wliat are the terms uf a 
builder's mortgage?; The 
terms of builder’s mortgages 
vary depending on the lender, 
says Regan-Pollock. 

“\'VTiat is common to all lend¬ 
ers is the rate of interest during 
construction is almost always 
based on Prime plus basis, de¬ 
pending on risk," he says. "'Risk 
premiums varyr between a 1 
per cent to 3 per cent added 
to Prime." 

During the construction pro¬ 
cess, applicants’ mirumnm pay¬ 
ments will be the interesL 

Final words uf advice; "Re¬ 
tain a good mortgage broker 
familiar ivith the nuances of 
builder mortgages," site's Regan- 
Pollock. “Most acquisition and 
builds can lake anywhere from 
one to two years, so having the 
right team who cm assist at the 
relationitl versus transiictionEil 
level is key." 

A good mortgii^ broker could 
have helped lead our family 
down that road, explaining the 
different options assailable for 
moving from one type of mort¬ 
gage to another. 

Though, now complete, my 
huslxind likes to tell people this 
is our forever home, if it doesn't 
pan out to be. at least we know 
hovfc^ to mov'e forward if we ever 
want to build again, and maybe 
next time we’ll hire a broker. 


The long and short of it: a look at long-term vs. short-term mortgages 


Interest rates have nowhere 
to go but up. -No doubt you've 
heard that line if you’ve 
bought a home or had to re¬ 
new your mortgage at some 
point in the past decade. 

Most homeowners in Can¬ 
ada prefer fixed-rate terms 
for predictability and peace 
of mind, vtdth five-year terms 
being the most popular. 

For those looking for greater 
protection against (eventual) 
rising interest rates, a longer 
term may be worth a look. A 
lO-year fi.xed rate mortgage 
today can be had for as low 
as 3.69 per cent. 

Another reason to consider 
a longer mortgage term; a safe¬ 
guard against the possibility 
of a housing crash. What hap¬ 
pens if prices fall 20 per cent 
or more in the next fowr years, 
wiping away your home equity 
before it’s time to renew'? 

A 10-year term, while more 
expensive than a shorter term, 
does offer a double-dose of pro¬ 
tection in case prices fall or 


interest rates rise substantiiilly. 

Certified financial planner 
Ed Rempei doesn't buy the 
safety argument, saying that 
the risk of rising in terest rates 
is ‘‘hugely exaggerated" in the 
media and by the mortgage 
industry. 

“Long mortgage terms are 
marketed as ‘insurance' to proh 
tect against a possible rise in 
interest rates. But most people 
are not good at math and don't 
take into account the extreme¬ 
ly low odds of a latge rise, plus 
the huge cost of the insur¬ 
ance," says Kempel. 

A five-year fixed rate mort¬ 
gage costs around 2.64 per 
cent today, while a two-year 
fixed comes in at 2.29 per cent 
Rempei says the difference 
doesn't sound like much, but 
on a S30a.00i[> mortgage this 
0.35 per cent premium costs 
$2,ICK) after tax for the first 
two years. 

“This is expensive insurance 
to protect against a highly un¬ 
likely event," he says. 


If long-term mortgages of¬ 
fer peace of mind (for a pre¬ 
mium), a short-term mortgage 
— such as a one-or-two-year 
term — gives homeowners the 
opportunity to save money in 
exchange for a bit of uncer¬ 
tainty when it comes to future 
interest rates. 

With a oneyear term, forex- 
ample, homeownerB get more 
flexibility because they can 
renew their mortgage in 12 
months instead of in three to 
five years. At that time they 
can renew into another one- 
year term, lock-in to a loug- 
er-lerm fixed term, or take a 
variable rale at presumably 
a better discount than today. 

Those who opt for a one- 
year fixed rate can also lock-in 
their renewal rate in just six 
to nine months — they don't 
have to wail a full ^"ear. 

So why don't more home- 
owners choose a one-year 
term? Accordi ng to data from 
Mortgage Professionals Can¬ 
ada. just one in 16 borrow¬ 


ers Cake a one-year fixed rate 
mortgage. 

Rempei sa)'s that’s because 
people don't want the head¬ 
ache of renegotiating every 
13 months. But it could be a 
mistake to give up that ne¬ 
gotiating power, he suggests. 

“From a financial planning 
perspective, I find that most 
people can benefit from some 
type of refinancing every two 
years," he says. ftoBBEN&tN 

o BOTTOM LINE 

Despite its popularity, the 
five-year fixed rate could 
(je the least advantageous 
term for borrowers, Those 
fooking to save the most 
money year-over-year may 
consider a short term of 
one-or-two years, while 
homeowners looking for 
rnaximum peace of mind 
could find comfort in a 
10-year mortgage term.

Their 
son Arlo (bom a month iigo} will 
have a backyard and even a tree 
house. jVnd, e^^’en if interest rates 
go up, or one of them experi¬ 
ences a job change, Thompson 
imd Kirlongwill hiive paytnents 
thejr know they can afford. 

It's a wise approach, says Wade 
Staj'zer, wce-prsident sales and 
service ivith Meridian Credit 
Union in fit. Cathiirime’Sn Ont. 
Under new rules introduced last 
&1I, new homebuyers, who are 
required to get CMHC insiiraTK:e, 
must stress test then mortgages 
— essentiiilly quali^ing at an 
interest rate about 2 per cent 
higher than what is available 
on the market.

He sug¬ 
gests using .Meridian's online 
mortgage calailator to test “how^ 
your mortgage would react to a 
1 or 2 per cent change in inter¬ 
est rates and what impact that 
wtjukl have on your lifestyle and 
your financial fitness." 

Regardless of how much a 
lender is willing to loan, says 
Stayser, you should have a firm 
grasp on budget and what 
you can rad^ afford. “"On top of 
your mortgage payment, there 
are a whole lot of other expenses 
iissodated with home ownership, 
from closing costs to property^ 
tiixes, landscaping and mainten¬ 
ance costs " he says. “Von don’t 
want to be so house poor you 
can't furnish your house and 
you can’t do anything else but 
stay home." 

You should also have access 
to either emergency funds or 
a line-oferedit in case there's 
a change in your income. “ \sk 
yourself questions like: If Tm on 
mat leave for a year on a reduced 
income, Vi'hat impact does that 
have?'" Staj'zer suggests. 

finally, protect your asset with 
mortgage insurance or cheap- 
term life insurance, “"nie last 
thing jmi want junr family to 
have Eo deal \vith if you're no 
longer on this earth is where 
the^'^re going to Ive," says Stayz- 
er. “Even if you're young, you 
never knowr w^hat wiD hiippen 
tomorrow."

Homebuyers increasingly choose to fly solo 



With more and more Canadians choosing to buy houseeon dieh own, experts advise potential 
buyers to establish how much they can afford In advance, and consider renting out a room or 
basement to help pay down the mortgage more qu khly. isrocK 


When Liz falconer, 4S, first took 
on solo hon>e ownership biick in 
1997, she admits she was ''tenl- 
fietl". Hei'miirririge tod just ended 
nnd she had a young son to pro- 
\dde for. ‘"Ihe mama bear in me 
kicked in," she says. "We needed 
a safe home." So she bought her 
husband out of their Toronto 
house. 

She has never regretted the de¬ 
cision. En fact, just two years later, 
she took on another mortgitge— 
this time for a cottage property^ in 
Thombury, Ont. for personal use 
and to let —just before quitting 
her job and launching her own 
ad agency. Her thinking: “Better 
to get a mortgjige now while 1 
have a job, because 1 won't get 
one once Tm selfemplojred." 

That led to a spiite of home- 
buying which saw Falconer own 
and rent out an additiona] four 
properties at one point, "it may 
seem like twisted logic," she s;^. 
“But in some ways, you have to 
take more chances when you’re 
single. You ha\'e to find waj's to 
replace that other income." 

falconer is among a growing 


cohort of Canadians opting to 
fly sofci Vifoen it comes to home 
ownership. A new TD surv'ey 
found sin^e homeowneirs rep¬ 
resent nearly a quarter of Cinr 
adians buying or intending to 
buy a home. 

“Often the decision is driv¬ 
en by unexpected life circum¬ 
stances," says Marc Kulak, asso¬ 
ciate VTce president of real estate 
secured lending at TD Canada 
Trust: Mearly seven in 10 dhorced 
homeowners and a third of those 
widowed, said they'd be likely to 
purchase a home on their own. 
And twothirds of single Can¬ 
adians said they'd buy a house 
solo, “fiomehmes people don’t 
meet theh life partner and settle 
dowm until Later in life, but they 
don’t want to delay getting into 
the luiirket while waiting for a 
partner," saj's Kuiak. 

v'Vnd, he points out: buying a 
home on your own doesn’t neces¬ 
sarily mean living alone. When 
Krdak bou^t his first home in 
East GwiUImbury, Ont,, 12 years 
ago, he was single, but he took 
on a roommate. "Having that
